Clark Lectures On 
Evolution Of Man 



' Tlic, Emergence of iMan ' ' 
SiilijenI of 'loiiighrH 
AdilrcsH 

Speaking op the .stibjocl "The Emer- 
gence of .Man," in the Biological Build- 
ing tonight at 8.1.5, Dr. T. H. Clark. 
Logan Professor of Paeleontology, will 
trace the evolution of a primitive type 
of ape to the modern man. This forms 
the third address of the series "Biol- 
ogy and this Ch.in(;ing World" spon- 
sored by the B ological Society. 

The last stage in the evolution of 
man Is to be discussed in this third 
lecture in the series, which is illus- 
trated. Dr. Clark will compare man 
with the closely related ape forms and 
show what changes were instnimental 
In produc'ng an anthropoid exhibiting 
social, emotional and cultural life.

Protecllve Cuiilartjr 

Under a foi m of "Protective Cus- 
tody" any person can be arrested and 
I Jallfxi for any length of time without 
tilal or other type of legal procedure, 
for the least offence In the Nazi eyes. 
Hitler has established 51 coneenlrti- 
tlon camps to further the carrylng- 
out of such a prognxmnifi. It wa.s In 
one of th«.% camiM that Mr. JSeger 
was imprisoned, after three months In 
jail, in spile of the fact lliat ho had 
been elected to Parliament by a big 
inajorlly and also hud « brilliant war 
record. He managed to make his es- 
(;ai)e, which was a I'cmnrknbU: diio 
under the closely guarded coiuliUniis 
In which the prisonei'g lived. He had 
own clothes, and, having previously 
obtained money f ménns of doing so 
not rcvealedi, he finally arrived In 
Ci'.echo.slovHkin, BOoii after, his wKc 
iiiid yi/iini/ r.lilld were iinrbieri In Oer- 
many and sent I.0 h inen's fionnenli'a- 
tlon camp. It was only after making 
a speech belore the British ParUa- 
mcnt, and through the Inlervcnllon of 
I^dy Astor and the Duchess of Atlinll, 
that the Nar.ts made a release, In avoid 
antt-Brltish frelhiK.

Canada! S Policy 
Responsihie. For 
Wheat Situatic^n 

Pro lessor CnUUpn, A ddr esses 
Club on "Canadian Wheat- 
Marketing Problem" 
/"'ANADA'S policy of refusing to 

meet competitive prices has 
been largely to bla.-nc for the 
wheat situation today, c aimed 
Professor Jolin CuUiton, of the De- 
partment of Economics at McGill, 
in an address to the members of 
the General Accountants Associa- 
tion, in the Biological Building last 
night. -'We must adopt a policy of 
shoving Australia and Argentina 
out of the marlcet, and we can do 
it only by meeting prices," the 
speaker said. 

Before the War, Canada held a 
monopoly position In the wheat 
market, Mr. CuUiton pointed out, 
but in later years the competition 
of the southern cour.tries became 
grcacer. and tn 1330, the culminat- 
ing point, Argentina reaped the 
largest and finest crop in her his- 
tory. Canada, trying lo boost 
prices, refused to sell her »hea:, 
and so Arçent:na captured the 
markets. As a result Canada was 
left with a tremendous surplus. 

"We have made a mistake, and 
we've got to pay for it." he stated, 
"and this is the best ti.-^ie to iell 
our wheat, even though ac a loss. 
By 'doing this we will prevent fu- 
ture troubles." 

It might be advisable to actually 
increase wheat acreage accordm; 
to the speaker, for by so doing 
Canada would strengthen her posi- 
tion, and so have- a larger share in 
the market.
